City Clerk has concerns about BID being responsible for 
the liability of the sidewalk once improved. Martha: 
Staples Center Star Plaza with sponsors, but the money 
there went for charities. Michael: waiting for the city or 
individual developers will be too long. Also has ideas for 
website, including allowing Google advertising on our site, 
allowing businesses to advertise on our site, specifically 
marijuana dispensaries.

Marco presents: What would a corner cost? Tables and 
chairs are $300-400, umbrellas $350 each with logo- a 
corner is about $900. BID maintenance would have to 
unlock and lock them up every night. Also shows a variety 
of planter containers. Concentrating on the corners 
identified in the maps. Martha: brings up design 
guidelines that exist already which AEG followed. Kevin at 
planning has maps of which streets belong to which

streetscape plan. Gary: best place for the pilot is 11 and 
Grand, on the vacant lot near Starbucks. Gary has 
connections to a nursery that is liquidating. Marco 
suggests that we do 4 corners at once. Michael owns 
property on the corner of Pico and Grand and has a tenant 
there; is interested in being part of a pilot program. The 
main question is if street maintenance will allow it. Marco 
suggests that we get preapproved on the entire South Park 
map. Bob: we need to do more than one corner. Jessica 
and Amanda will talk to LA Planning Dept. Gary: reminds 
we have to spend a lot more money on the condo blocks 
than others due to assessments. Marco: we have a quote 
for $85,000 for a company to get all the permits for 80 
sites and it includes maintenance for hanging baskets. 
Marco went through the RFP process for the hanging 
planters in November. 

Board instructs Jessica to

1340 Figueroa 
Repaving 

The developer of Century West Apartments reached out to 
Jessica. They're developing the east side of Figueroa, and 
will need to tear up some of the streets in the process. 
Current City of LA law requires that the developer repave 
entire sidewalk frontage from Pico to Venice on the east 
side of Figueroa, although it is not all included in his 
property line. The council office would like an email from 
us asking for our support in waiving their obligation. Is it 
fair for the developer to have to develop this other

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sidewalk? Its not part of the development agreement, its 
city law, and in the past councilmembers have put in 
motions to waive their necessity to redo all of the sidewalk 
in front of specific developments. Opinion is that this will 
lead to a piecemeal sidewalk. Can the city compensate 
him for doing all of it? Issue is that the parking lot owner 
between these two parcels will get a free new sidewalk. 
Gary will head the effort find out specifically what the law 
says and if the parking lot owner should/could be assessed 
something.
